LONDON, April attack on 
German positions on the Helgian coast 
by British warships is reported in an 
exchange Telegraph dispatch from Am- 
sterdam.

Of the $83,000 now due the university 
from the State, about $38,000 is for gen- 
eral maintenance and extension work 
and $25,000 for salaries of teachers.

The Mis- 
souri Legislature appropriated funds for 
this purpose and the work of 20 experts 
from the College of Agriculture is bein:

Maj. Howze's detachment of the Elev- 
enth Cavalry was riding close on the 
trail of the bandit chieftain, far south 
of Santa Cruz, and near the Durango 
border, with Villa less than forty hours 
ahead. Unconcealed hostility of Car- 
ranzistas and lack of supplies forced the 
withdrawal of the Eleventh'’s detach- 
ment to Santa Cruz, where it reinforced 
Maj. Tompkins’ detachment of the Thir- 
teenth, after the Parral battle. 

Facts Reported by Maj. Howse. 

The facts were reported today by Mai. 
Howze to Gen. Pershing. The detach- 
ment commander stated that Villa had 
been traveling in a cart with his body 
guard, and expressed the belief that the 
bandit, slightly wounded, still was in 
the mountains in the vicinity of Mono- 
via, near Parral. Bandages which Villa 
had thrown away were picked up by 
Howze’'s troopers. 

It was during this chase after Villa 
that Maj. Howze lost one cavalryman 
killed and several wounded in a fight 
with bandits near Lajoya. The dead 
man was Private Herman E. Kirby. 
The names of the wounded were not 
reported. 

April 8, says the report, soldiers under 
the command of the Carranza General, 
Cavazo, attempted to launch an attack 
on Maj. HowzZe's column while it was 
operating in the vicinity of San Fran- 
cisco Borja. A _ pitched battle was 
averted. 

The next day the column’s pack train 
was fired on near San Jose del Sitio, pre- 
sumably by Carranzaistas, who were 
routed after a sharp exchange of shots. 

April 19, Maj. Howze surprised at La- 
joya a band of Villistas. Capt. Silva 
was killed in the fighting which en- 
sued. The Villistas were routed and 
fled in all directions. Later in the day, 
while in pursuit of fleeing groups of 
the Villistas, the Americans were fired 
on while they were filing through a 
narrow canyon. 

Severnl Mexicans Killed. 

It is not known whether their assail- 

wnts were Villistas or Carranzistas seek- 


icans. During the fight which attended 
the clearing of the Mexicans from the 
canyon, where tne enemy were screened 
by boulders. Private Kirby was killed 
Several Mexicans were slain.

WOMEN TEACHERS FAIL WITH

Worn Out, Editor Said, in ‘“‘If- 
l-Were-Wilson”’ Article. 


SEES INTERVENTION NEAR 


If American Cannot Be Peace- 
maker M Will Have to Fight 
for Own Sake, He Declared. 


The following dispatch from Karl 
H. von Wiegand, staff correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch and the New 
York World in Germany, gives ez- 
cerpts from the remarkable article 
by Maawimilan Harden in Die Zu 
kunft which have not reached the 
United States before. A portion of 
the article, which was under the 
title “If I were Wilson,” appeared 
in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. In 
it Harden wrote an _ imaginary 
speech for President Wilson, putting 
in his mouth severe indictments of 
Germany's relations with America. 


BERLIN, April 25.—‘‘We are the lead- 
ing Power, a.id the voice of all those 
not already forced into your war. The 
United States, not only of America, 
North and South, but of the whole 
world, want peace soon; because they 
cannot look on inactive any longer ani 
again waste moons in word play, first 
with this and then with that camp; be- 
cause they must join those in the bloody 
dance in order that they will not fall 
into a@ state of decay from patience 
with the continual war on their honor 
and property. 

“We must become peacemakers, or 
after our manner become fellow-comba- 
tants. And, at your demanding, that 
decision has sounded. Set your Euro- 
pean @ocks as you will; stretch or 
shorten day; let conceited coxcombs or 
others lull you with the fable of our 
powerlessness and of our nreuth heroi- 
ism, which would bow under the sword. 
No steel will chisel that hour from the 
body politic of your destiny.’’ 

Thus writes Maximilian Harden under 
the title of “If I Were Wilson,”’ in the 
last number of his Zukunft. In a stir- 
ring article in his usual involved, in- 
imitable, almost untranslatable style, 
abounding in biblical references, meta- 
phors and figures of speech, Harden 
tells what he would say were he Wil- 
son. 

Patience eof Neutrals Exhausted. 

He tells how the patience of America 
and all the neutral nations is exhausted 
by the disregard of their rights by all 
the parties concerned in the war. In 
I’resident Wilson's Voice he calls upon 
them to cease the bloody strife, failing 
which America and the other neutrais 
will have to enter for their own sakes to 
bring it to some end. 

As if Harden had foreseen the coming 
of President Wilson’s note, he wrote 
the article 10 days ago, and it was pub- 
lished last Wednesday. 

“Yet are we neutral,’’ he resumed, 
still speaking as the President. “That is 
violently disputed in Europe. In both 
camps, on both sides, the attempt is 
made through slanderous articles and 
cartoons to show to the public the 
President of the United States as a ri- 
aiculous, despicable dolt. Many a great- 
er man has borne silently for decades 
such insult and unfairness. 

“Out of this morass of the wretchod 
wildness of those fishing for mob ap- 
tlause, I look to the word of the Ger- 
man whose work has become a néw tes- 
tament of all statecraft: ‘The honor 
tuat I carry in my heart is sufficie-: 
for me. None is judge thereof, or can 
decide whether 1 have it. My honor, 
before God and man, is my own. I give 
myself as much thereof as I believe | 
have earned or deserve and ‘renounce 
every addition thereto.’ 


People Selected a Scholar. 

“Millions of my _ fellow-countrymen 
have entrusted me with the direction of 
the ship of State. Had they desired to 
place this office in the hands of a man 
in whom the unrestrained rashness and 
foolhardiness of a cavalry Colonel or 
submarine commander would have en- 
feebled every deliberation or careful 
consideration, they would not have se- 
lected a scholar. 

“As my conscience command and di- 
rects, only thus can 1 administer my 
high office, and not to dazzle with 
clamor, speed, quickness, and not upor 
an uncertain basis of facts to make 
precipitate decisions. 

“At least nine-tenths of our citizens 
desire to live in peace and friendship 
with all peoples, especially with thoss 
of Europe. This desire and wish must 
be my guidance as long as honor pr 
life interest. of our country does not re- 
bel against it. 

“Has the angry sentiment and feeling 
of he people torn this tight-drawn cor4 
asunder? The Western powers accus« 
us of miserable weak patience with the 
German violation of international law— 
are scornful and contemptuous because 
we have avuswered the killing of Amer- 
ican citizens with courteous notes and 
requests for facts and information.”’

A nation-wide movement to alleviate 
sufferings of the thousands of French, 
Belgian and British soldiers who have 
been partially or completely blinded 
while on duty in the trenches is conduct- 
ed by the British-French-Belgian 
Permanent Blind Relief War Fund. 
Bankers, philanthropists and business 
men throughout the country are being 
appealed to that their efforts may be 
enlisted in the ald of the fund. J. C. 
Van Riper, president of the American 
Trust Co., has accepted the appointment 
of subtreasurer of the fund for the St 
Louis territory. 

The purpose of the movement pri- 
marily is to obtain better conditions at 
the earliest moment in the hospitals 
and institutions of Europe where the 
blind are cared for. Reports indicate 
that these institutions are taxed to the 
utmost to care for those who can be 
cured and sent back to the front, with- 
out taking into account those past hope 
of again becoming fit soldiers. 

It is then intended to organize in vari- 
ous European cities facilities for the ed- 
ucation of the blind veterans. Modern 
equipped blind schools, blind workshops, 
blind employment exchanges and agen- 
cles for merchandising blind-made prod- 
ucts will then be constructed in order 
that these war victims may become self- 
supporting 

The fund is under the patronage of 
the royal houses of England, France 
and Belgium.

Coroner's 
Physician Riegelman, Poison WExoert 
Geis and Henry Furstenberg, a clerk at 
Fordham Hospital. who took down her 
ante-mortem statements. 

Furstenberg swore Mrs. Rogers said 
she had killed the children because ‘‘so 
many were dying over in Europe it 
made me feel crazy.’ She seemed dazed, 
he said, and irritational. She had some 
bichloride of mercury in the house and 
divided it between the children and hor- 
self. She said she had been suffering 
a great deal of trouble, but not with 
her husband. 

District Attorney Martin questioned 
Furstenberg with sharpness when the 
clerk insisted that Mrs. Rogers acted 
like a woman out of her mind. 

The children were poisoned Dec. 2, 
1914. Prior to the murders Mré. Rog- 
ers, who waa then known as Mrs. Oda 
Sniffen Walters, lived in the Bronx as 
the wife of Lorivs Elton Rogers, a law- 
ver, the father of her two children, but 
to whom she was not then married.

Is our demand of rights not equal to that of 
Germany?

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McKINLEY PARHB HEARING. 

New points so far brought out in the uncom- 
pleted hearing before Examiner Wilbur La Roe 
Jr. of the Interstate Commerce Board on the 
McKinley System’s proposed increase in fares 
between St. Louis and Granite City are as fol- 


lows: 

That of the expenses and salaries of the 
general officers of the system $6643.10 is 
charged against suburban, or §8t. Louis- 
Granite City, traffic and only $1.76 to inter- 
urban, or through, traffic. 

That of the cost of clerk hire, $4892, is 
charged against suburban traffic and $3.52 
against intervrban traffic, though the same 
clerks look cer the needs of both classes 
of traffic. 

That t apportionment of cocts in these 
cases is typical of the apportionment in many 
other items. <A _ total of such items shows 
$155,319 charged to suburban traffic and 
$67,583 charged to interurban traffic. 

That while apportionment of costs was being 
made on this basis, revenues totaling $40,000 
or $45,000 from bridge tolls on foot and 
vehicular traffic were, according to Kecal 
Superintendent, E. D. Bell, not credited to the 
bridge link in the statement showing that 
bridge deficit of $18,000 for 1915, on which 
the company bases in part a claim for 
higher fares. 

That revenues totaling $43,000 on freight 
carried between St. Louis anc Granite® City 
were similarly not credited to the bridgp link. 

That while the total value of the bridge 
link is appraised at $6,350,000, securities ag- 
gregating $7,935,000 are outstandine against 
it, on which the company asserts it is entitled 
to interest. The more than $1,500,000 im excess 
capitalization is explained as due to “promo- 
tion expenses.” 

That the entire system is capitallized at 
about $32,000,000, or about $70,000 a mile, 
while the average capitalization of #11 steam 
roads in the United States, including many ex- 
pensive terminals, is put at only $65,000 a mile. 


Until all the testimony is in, that am behalf of 
the company, as well as public, the precise ef- 
fect of these new facts cannot be judged ac- 
curately. They are, however, interesting facts 
with a pertinent application to the new fare 
proposal. In urging St. Louis’ consent to the 
higher schedule, the company promised to lay 
all its cards on the table.-- What-it exhitited 
seems to have been only a picked hand 60 ar- 
ranged as to cause an impression of strength 
with a few high cards.

VOCATIONAL SCHOOL FOR WORKHOUSE. 
Readers of Marguerite Martyn’s article in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch were no doubt gratified 
to learn of the success of the weekly classes at 
the Workhouse, conducted by volunteer teachers 
from the public schools. These teachers are do- 
ing good public service, of a kind that will bring 
results in restoring some erring men and women 
to self-respecting citizenship. 

But it would be a decided improvement if the 
city would recognize these classeg as a regular 
part of the public school system and add to them 
courses in vocational school work. 

A number of the inmates of the Workhouse 
are young persons who have either broken their 
parole or have been sentenced for offenses they 
mav have committed because of their lack of 
ability to make a living. To teach these persons 
profitable trades would be a long step towards 
their complete reformation. They would learn 
habits of industry and they would get to feel the 
pride of ability to*be of use to themselves and 
the community.

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BAD CHUCK HOLE IN THE GOOD ROAD MOVEMENT. 
From the DeKalb County (Mo.) Herald. 


It seems now that the people of Clay coun will not 
even be asked to vote on the bond issue of $1 ,000 for a 
rock road system of the county. That was the ate 
placed on the project by the civil engineers mak™g the 
preliminary survey and it so far exceeded the original plan 
of the committee that they think it would be yseless to 
submit it to a vote of the people just now. Newspaper 
comment from various parts of the county indicate that an 
issue of $500,000 would have been looked upon favorably, 
but that the engincer’s figures are considered entirely out 
of reach.

E. T.—We have no record of the nume 
ber of United States shops selling 
horseflesh. New York allows its sale 
for food.
